This consists of a botanical collection. 
Outwardly the books present the com- 
mon appearance of a block of wood, 
and that is the first impression; but a 
minute examination reveals the fact 
that each is a complete history of tho 
particular tree which it represents. At 
the back of the book the bark has been 
removed from a space which allows the 
scientific and common names of the 
tree to be placed as a title. One side is 
formed from the split of the tree, show- 
ing Its grain and natural fracture; the 
other shows the wood when worked 
smooth and varnished. One end shows 
the grain as left by the saw, the other 
the finely-polished wood. On opening 
the book it is found to contain the fruit, 
seeds, leaves and other products of the 
tree. These are supplemented by ■ 
well-printed description of its habits, 
usual location aud manner of growth. 
It fact, every thing which has a bearing 
upon that particular tree secures a 
place in this wonderful, useful and 
valuable collection. Here is a precu- 
dent for the botanical societies to adopt, 
and although doubtless expensive, yet 
it will certainly repay In Its utility.-

Hurley Mad ought to be town an early 
n« possible, and the plants protec ted from 
the fly by canvassing the bed with c heap 
cotton. Hurley plant- are more preyed 
u|H)n by insects than other varieti. ■ A 
dessert spoonful of seed will sow ten feet 
square. 

PlUt early (by 2(>th of May, if possi- 
ble", as it requires about one hundred 
days to mature after planting. Lay the 
rows, three feet six to nine inches, and 
set in the rows eighteen to twenty-four 
inches. Pegin plowing and hoeing soon 
after planting, and the more you work 
your tobacco, the better Imdy it will 
have. If cultivation with the plow is 
neglected, the ground gets hard, and the 
lower leaves of the plant burn after top- 
ping. 

The plant should not be allowed to 
rlower out; top as soon as the button 
appears. There are. several opinions 
among growers about topping. Some 
top as high as twenty leaves, but we are 
satisfied that fourteen to sixteen leaves 
(in ordinary soil with a usual season ) 
will make as many pounds and a better 
quality of tobacco. Keep all suckers 
off, that the strength of the plant may 
he concentrated in the leave-. The 
search for worms should not cense from 
the time they make their appearance 
Until the crop is housed. 

It is generally very difficult for begin- 
ners to determine when hurley tobacco 
is ripe, and consequently a fine crop is 
often injured by being cut green. If 
there is no danger of frost it should 
stand until the second crop of suckers 
lias been taken off; hence the necessity 
of early planting.

Never use fire in curing hurley tobacco, 
as it renders it useless for manufactur-

Tobacco should be stripped as noon 
after curing as possible; and if not ready 
to ship it should be bulked, if the proper 
order can lie obtained. By this means 
none of the vital substance is lost by 
evaporation, and a much better flavor is 
obtained.— C. Y. Wilson, Commissioner 
of Agriculture, in Trades Journal.

Fourth, the 
red leaf, which is the next best if the top 
or bud leaves (which are smaller and 
darker) are kept out of this class, and it 
is best to keep them separate, if the crop 
is sufficiently large. Here you have 
either the four or five grades, as the size 
of the crop may warrant. In brief, the 
crop is to be assorted with regard to 
length and color. Torn, worm-eaten or 
damaged leaves should he kept out of 
the best grades. 

MM small or imperfect stalks may 
not embrace all the grades described, but
